LONDON, May 20.—The body of 


King Edward VII was carried through 
the sheets- of the capital today in the 
presence, of mafty hundred thousands 
of subjects and with the kings of nine 
European nations, several future rul- 
ers, members of all the royal families 
of tho world and a former president of 
the United Stales following the casket 


from Westminster hall to Paddington 
station.

Glory Tonight and Tomorrow 
Night in Western Sky 


A. large number of people went to 


Fort Hill park last evening to watch 
for the comet and most of all were 
disappointed. 
. 
'. 


Nevertheless, what was believes to 
be the comet appeared above the hori- 
zon for a short time after sunset. 
It 
looked like the comet that 
recently 


appeared, the direction of the tail be- 
ing on the radius line from the sun, 
but it was not Bright, being rather a 
straw color.: By most people who saw 
It this was taken but for a little streak 
of cloud of a lighter hue . than 
the 
crimson haze in which It. finally dis- 
appeared from view. 
The reason for 


believing it was tho comet is that it 
held its direction and color while the 
sunset hues around were changing. 


Tonight, however, it is hoped the 


comet will appear in all Its splendor, 
fully visible to the naked eye, and that 
it will remain long enough to be seen 
by all. Port Hill, just above the en- 
trace of the main avenue, affords an 
excellent view of the western sky, but 
there are many other points of view 
equally good. 


The time at wliich the comet is cal- 


culated to be -visible In Lowell till 
June 1 is given, below, the assumption 
being- that, barring cloudiness, it will 
be visible immediately after sunset:

REV. MR. 
METCALF 


OPINION 


GIVES HIS 


TAUNTON, May .20.—According to 


Rev. J. Metcalf of this city who took 
observations of Halley's comet early 
today, tho tall wag slightly visible in 
the eastern sky this morning;, not far 


from the position in which it was seen 
two mornings ago. It had passed north 
of the ecliptic, showing that the earth 
had not gone through the tail of the 
comet but went by south of it, as Mr. 
Metoalf had said in a statement yes- 
terday. 
, 


Mr. Metcalf obtained his views of the 
comet's tall shortly after the moon set 
this morning about 2.46. It appears 
very faint in the eastern sky and after 
ten minutes' time it disappeared.

tomobile tire. Therefore, tho nature of 
rubber, the difficulties of gathering it, 
the form ot shipment, its transforma- 
tion from the crude into the rubber of 
manufacture, and the actual making of 
an automobile tire, for example, are 
matters of educational concern.

Then there 
is tho picture of the arrival of the 
shipment of the "biscuits" and 
their 
storage in the large cellars of the B. F.

IS THE 
COMET 
WAGGING 
ITS TAIL? 


Halley's comet crossed the sun's disn between the sun and the earth 


on Wednesday, but little if any positive effects were noted despite the fact 
that all the astronomers of the world were watching the phenomenon. 
According to the statements of the most eminent astronomers who watched 
the comet, while they found the prediction as to passing across the sun's 
disc verified, still the}1' have been duuifomuled by the fact that when the 
comet's fail was due in the west it really appeared in .the enst, an indica- 
tion that the comet may be wagging its enormous tail at 
us. 
The 
fact 


seems to be that the tail is curved, not straight, and while this disconcerts 
the astronomers for the 1imo being, it may disprove the theory once very 
generally held that the tail of the comet is merely light sent out frcfm the 
comet anting as a lens under the rays of the s\m. It has always been 
noted that the tail is on the side of the comet remote from the sun which 
gave origin to this lens theory. It is possible, however, that the curvature 
apparent may be caused by refraction in our atmosphere. Hiiwhver,' all 
these points will be fully cleared up and we may know ranch more of the 
nature of comets in a few weeks after Halley's comet shall have passed 
beyond our view, when the astronomers shall have had time to compare 
notes and formulate their deductions based 
upon

k OES the death of a king of 


England mean the imme- 
diate accession of a full 
fledged ruler, or is the hew 


sovereign not invested with his full 
dignity until he is crowned king in 
Westminster abbey?" ! is a question 
which 
was 
asked 
frequently 
by 


Americans when. Queen 'Victoria died 
arid.was revived when King George V. 
came recently to his throne. In answer 
It may be said briefly that "the king 


;of England never dies;" that the death 
.of one possessor of the crown invests 
his heir immediately with all the dlg- 


:.nlties, honors and privileges, together 
with the duties, that have accumulated 
for the holder of the title in eight cen- 
turies and 'more. 
The passing of a 


king is known legally as "the demise 
.of the crown"—that Is, the crown 
posses, but its wearer 'never passes 
away. 
Thus, when King Edward 


breathed his last in the presence of 
his family, among whom was, o 
course,, his only surviving son,, th 


. Prince of Wales, England at that mo 


ment came into possession of a ne\i 
king. . No formal notification 
wa 


necessary, but it may be assumed tha 
the new monarch's subjects present a 
King Edward's death""paid homage 
Immediate, 
If 
sorrowful, 
to 
King 


George V. 


A really Important feature of the ac- 


cession .of a new king and one tha' 
overshadows.the coronation in its bear 
ing on the affairs of the great British 
empire; but not in spectacular • 1m- 
presslveness, is the taking of the oath 
of allegiance by the privy council anc 


. the address of the new king to the 
. council. In it .he promises to govern 


the empire in accordance with consti- 
tutional requirements and limitations 
That does not make him king—It Is his 
right of birth that gives him the title 
—but it fixes his place in tho scheme 
of government of the British islands 
and tho colonies. 
The Oath of Allegiance. 


The councilors' oath of allegiance Is 


a curious and Interesting survival of 
ancient phraseology. In.lt they "with 
one •voice and the consent, of tongue 
and heart publish and proclaim that 
the high and mighty Prince George Is 
now, by the death of our late sovereign 
of hanpy memory, become our. only 
lawful and rightful llego lord, George 
V., by the grace of, God, king of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, defender of the faith and em- 
peror of India, to whom we do ac- 
knowledge all faith and constant obe- 
dience, with all hearty and humble af- 
fection, heseechlng God, by whom 
kings and queens do reign, to bless the 
royal prince Georgo V. with long and 
happy years to reign over us." 


After the proclamation the riaw king 


addressed the council and promised to 
reign 
as 
constitutional 
sovereign 


Then the king Issued a proclamation 
requiring all officers to proceed with 
fhplr regular duties. The aldermen of 
London also swore allegiance at the 
meeting of tho councilors. 


Another very interesting If not very 


important 
ceremonial 
that 
follows 


Immediately upon tho death of a 
British sovereign Ig the proclamation 
throughout the kingdom of his succes- 
sor.. From the steps of the Royal Ex- 
change in London the crowd was offl'' 
dally Informed of a fact that they al- 
ready knew through newspapers and 
mouth to 'mouth reports—that their 
king was dead and another reigned in 
his place. After the meeting of tho 
privy councilors with the king other 
formal proclamations of tho sort were 
made by heralds and their pursuivants, 
' with tho usual accompaniments of fan- 
fares of trumpets, in tho quadrangle 
of Buckingham palace and repeated 
In Charing Cross, Temple Bar and 
Cheapslde. 
Similar scenes were en- 


acted throughout Great Britain and 
Ireland. 


The wording of tho proclamation of 


the new king in London was &s fol- 
lows: 


"Whereas It has pleased Almighty 


God 'to call to his mercy our late sov- 
ereign lord King Edward, of blessed 
and glorious -memory, by whose de- 
cease tho 
imperial crown of tho 


United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland Is solely and rightfully como 
to the high and mighty prince Georgo 
Frederick, wo therefore, tho lords 
spiritual and temporal of this realm, 
being here assembled with these of 
his late majesty's privy council, with 
numbers of other principal gentlemen 
of quality, with the lord mayor, alder- 
men and citizens of London, do now 
hereby, with ono voice and consent of 
tongue and heart, publish and pro- 
claim that the high and mighty prince 
George Frederick is now, by the death 
of our late sovereign of happy mem- 
ory, become our only lawful and right- 
ful liege lord George V., by the grace 
of God king of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, defender 
of the faith, emperor of India, to 
whom we do acknowledge all faith and 
constant 
obedience, with all hearty 


and humble affection, beseeching Ood, 
by whom kings and queens do reign, 
to bless the royal prince George V.

To cHe only one thing, 
and that seemingly a little one, the 
sovereign of England Is "the fountain- 
head of all honor." 
As such it falls 


upon him to confer titles and dignities 
of all sorts, and ho is of course consult- 
ed before any high office in the far 
stretching British empire Is filled. To 
what extent this function of the crown 
moans work and hard work may be in- 
ferred from the fact that, it has been 
stated verj' frequently of late that In! 
the ovont of the house of lords refus- 
ing to give assent to the abridgement 
of Its power the king would be called 
upon to create a number of Liberal 
peers sufficiently large to overcome 
their opposition. ' It may be doubted j 
that any British statesman would fool' 
easy If called upon to shoulder the re- • 
sponslblllty of deciding upon conferring i 


titles upon several scores of eminent 
Britons, all to be of the same political 
beliefs. 


In the words of a recent writer, "the 


king is the supreme head of the state 
In peace and war, the lord paramount 
of the soil, the fountain of justice and 
honor and the supreme head of tho 
church. The king also has the prerog- 
ative of rejecting bills In parliament, 
which, however, has not been exercised 
for some 200 years. As the guneralis- 
simo, or the first in military command 
within the kingdom, he has the sole 
power of raising and regulating fleets 
and armies, which, however, is virtual- 
ly controlled by the necessity he Is un- 
der of obtaining supplies from parlia- 
ment. As the fountain of Justice and 
general connervator of the peace of the 
kingdom ho alono has the right of 


erecting courts of judicature, and all 
jurisdictions of courts are derived from 
the crown. As the fountain of honor, 
of office and of privilege he has the 
power of conferring dignities, privi- 
leges, offices, etc. In tho foreign rela- 
tions of the nation he is considered 
the nation's representative and makes 
treaties, declares war, etc. As advisers 
he has the privy cabinet [a permanent 
body] and the cabinet [which is com- 
posed of members of the majority par- 
ty In the house of commons]. In the 
cabinet are Included all the greater of- 
ficers of state, 'such as the first lord of 
the treasury, the secretaries of state for 
foreign affairs, for the home depart- 
ment, for the colonies and for India and 
others, and thus the cabinet is in reali- 
ty at the head of the administration; 
consequently it forms a link between 


the legislative and executive depart- 
ments of the state."' .• 
Tho Place of the Queen. 


While the king- Is thus Invested -with 


numerous and Important duties, It Is 
different • with his consort, the queen. 
Although she Is the wife of the reign- 
Ing sovereign and as such the head of 
British society, she has no legal status 
hlgherthan that of any other wife. The 
British constitution does not recognize 
her, and she has no duties other than 
thoao which the king may be pleased to 
assign to her, as he may to any other 
subject The word "subject' Is used ad- 
visedly. She Is only a "subject" of his 


: majesty, in that respect being only on a 
pax with his millions of other subjects. 
This IB of course theoretically. Actual- 
ly the queen wields great 
power 


through her control of tha favor of ao- 


1 clety. And at the coronation she Is a 
splendid and conspicuous figure, for 
after tho crown Ig placed upon the 
brows of her husband by the archbish- 
op of Canterbury, "primate of all Eng- 
land," 'she Is Invested with her own 
crown by the. archbishop of York, who 
is known officially as "the primate of 
England." 
She stands then at the 


head ,of the peeresses of the realm. in 
virtue of her husband's majesty, .Just 
as the setting of the. crown upon his 
head la the signal for the self crown- 
Ing with coronets of all the dukes, mar- 
quises, earls, viscounts and barons of 
the realm. ' 
.; 


That la the. only time •when those per- 


sons of title wear their, coronets, and 
there are nice' distinctions among tho 
various ranka In the matter yf these 


, minor crowns. ' A duke's coronet must" 
have a certain number of strawberry 
leaves, and a viscount's must contain 
a certain number of. balls, :many balls, 
and so on. It Is all a matter of tho 
survival of ancient customs and. laws. 


If there remains in the world today 


a ceremonial marked more than any 
other by the survival of onolent cus- 
toms and observances It is the corona- 
tion of a British sovereign. Every mi- 
nute step In tho ordering of tho rite's ID 
bound and circumscribed with a most 
worshipful regard -for precedent and 
privilege, and the Questions to be de- 
cided by the' earl marshal of England, 
tho chief official in charge of the coro- 
nation, are manifold in their number 
and intricacy. Tho hereditary earl mar- 
shal of the kingdom of England Is the 
Duke of Norfolk, tho premier pear of 
the realm, who is the head of the his- 
toric house of Howard. In these de- 
generate days, when business has tak- 
en the placn of war and pomp, the earl 
marshal of England has little to do save 
at the coronation of a new king, but In 
the olden days, when sovereigns went 
forth to war themselves, he was one of 
tho most Important officials of the king- 
dom. Ho still has certain defined du- 
ties that have to do with the granting 
of titles, coats of arms, etc., but the du- 
ties devolve mainly upon subordinates. 


From the popular or purely spectacu- 


lar point of view "the pageant and cer- 
emony of tt coronation in England" con- 
sist of the splendid scene In West- 
minster abbey when the now monarch 
!a anointed, robed and crowned and 
the scenes in the streets of London, 
with parades, speeches and bonfires; 
the actual rite and ceremony—that Is 
to say, of the coronation Itself—and the 
etato procession of tho sovereign to and 
from Westminster 
and 
Buckingham 


palace. Some of these are Intended for 
the populace, but of course the coro- 
nation in the abbey and the great coro- 
nation banquet are only for the elect. 
Some persons,, such .as the peers of tho 
realm, the lords spiritual as well as 
temporal, and the officials have heredi- 
tary or prescribed rights to admission 
to the coronation and tho banquet. 
Others must rely on their Influence 
with the-aforesaid officials or on their 
social standing for the highly coveted 
tickets of admission. The rest of tho 
London populace Is permitted and '.n- 
dood expected to lino tho route of tho 
new sovereign's procession and cheer 
lustily as he passes. 


This part of the program Is never 


omitted, for the people of "the king's 
most loyal city of London" are ex- 
traordinarily fond of shows and pa- 
rades and processions of all sorts—this 
in spite of the city's theoretical inde- 
pendence of the sovereign, for London 
is a "free city," and even tho king him- 
self or his messengers cannot formally 
enter Its precincts without the permis- 
sion of the lord mayor. London Is jeal- 
ous of this prerogative, and the offi- 
cials never fall to assert It on solemn 
or formal occasions. 


This was well illustrated three days 


after King Edward's death, when the 
heralds sent to the city to proclaim tho 
accession of King George were halted 
at Temple Bar, the substitute for tho 
old gates of tho city, which were lock- 
ed against the king's messengers. A 
red cord stretched across the street 
preserved the way into the ancient city 
of London. It was not until the lord 
mayor gave permission for the heralds 
to proceed that they could enter the 
city without breaking tho laws and 
customs of many centuries.

Mr. Metcalf obtained his views of the 
comet's tall shortly after the moon set 
tills morning about 2.45. It 
appears 


very faint in the eastern sky and after 
ten minutes' time it disappeared.

IS THE 
COMET 
WAGGING 
ITS TAIL? 


Halley's comet crossed the sun's disc between the sun and the earth 


on Wednesday, but little if any positive effects were noted despite the fact 
that all the anironorners of the world were watching the phenomenon. 
According to the statynents of the most eminent astronomers who watched 
the comet, while 'they found the prediction' as to passing across the sun's 
disc verified, still they have been duinfounded by the fact that when the 
comet's tail was due in the west it really appeared in the east, an indica- 
tion that the comet-mny be wagging its enormous tail at 
us. The 
fact 


seems to bo thaf the tail is curved, not straight, and while this disconcerts 
the aslrono7iiors for the time being, it may disprove the theory once very 
generally held that the tail of the comet is merely light sent out from the 
comet acting as a lens under the rays of the sun. It has always been 
noted that the (ail is on the side of the comet remote from the suu which 
gave origin to this lens theory. ' It is possible, however, that the curvature 
apparent may be en used by refraction in our atmosphere. However, all 
these points will be fully cleared up and we may know much more of the 
nature of cornets in a few weeks after Halley's comet shall have passed 
beyond our view, when the astronomers shall have had time to compare 
notes and formulate their deductions based

It 
is pointed out that yesterday tho earth was practically in the plain of the 
'tail of .the comet nnd that until the comet had passed on.it would be difficult 
and perhaps impossible to see it. 
There might have been faint streaks of 


light in'the west during the past twenty-four hours thnt could have been 
detected at some places on the earth had there not been such a bright moon. 
As the comet draws away from the sun and becomes therefore more intense, 
it is believed that it will be clearly seen in the west. It is possible that the 
comet may he seen here tonight.
